In this county of Hopkins arc a 
number of widows and children 
who own a few shares in a corpo- 
ration that will pay an income tax. 
Several of these stockholders have 
been receiving an income of only 
(18 per year. Under the incoti 
law, this Si s must pay a tax of 
per cent. 

Upwards of forty women ar 
children in various parts of the 
county, are stockholders in this 
one corporation, receiving from it 
irom fi« to $200 per year, and 
every dollar will have to pay the 
Government the tax of 2 per cent, 
fiut few of the stockholders are 
rich- probably not one has an in- 
come of 114,000, while the great 
majority are persons of very small 
incomes. But this law was made

with an income of £4,000, who 
hold no stock in a corporation.

Washington. It is even 1 
amusing than the sales of dead 
matter by the express companies 
or the storage warehouses in large 
cities, because the goods which 
conic under the hammarfrom those 
institutions usually have 
value, while the "dead horse" from 
the Post Office Department is 
posed very largely of the mosl 
fling and valueless articles. Still 
the sale brings to the department 
nearly $3,000 a year, which helps 
to pay the expenses of the Dead 
Letter Office. 

The articles just sold have been 
the hands of the Dead Letter 
Office for two years or more. This 
accordance with the postal reg 
lations, which require that parcc 
atter shall be held so long a tin 
its owner cannot be found, 
must be remembered that all dil 
gencc is exercised by the postal 
lUthorities to find first the sender 
and then the addressee of a pack- 
md that it goes to the auction 
only after every effort has 
been exhausted and after it has 
mained unclaimed by the owner 
years. Under these regu 
lations it would not seem possiblt 
that a great quantity of matter of 
any value would accumulate di 
ing a year.. Yet of seven million 
letters and parcels sent 
Dead Letter Office during 
as insufficiently or incorre 
dressed, only three millions reached

Where 
etter is simply unstamped, . 
e is sent to the addressee to 
ird postage; when a parcel is 
unstamped, notice is sent to the 
sender. No letter or package is 
ipened if there is an address either 
of sender or addressee on the en- 
velope by which its ownership can 
be traced. Yet nearly *ix millions 
of letters were opened last year, 
of them were sent to the 
superintendent to be laid with the 
department waste paper. There 
was nothing about them which 
could identify their owners so as 



sender or addressed 
this money at any time 
years by making claim 
ing property. Letters 
drafts, money orders, checks and 
valuable papers arc filed for tecla-

All letters containing 
salable valuables (and all packag<

reclamation. At the end of that 
the articles are catalogued 
Id; but a record of their sell 
ice is kept, and the ownei

-Office funds. Postage 
stamps in a letter, exceeding two 
value, are filed away for 
lion for a reasonable time, 
then destroyed. The Post 
Office Department destroyed last 
year $676 worth of stamps found 
in dead letters. Uncle Sain has a 
pretty big revenue altogether from 
the stamps which are destroyed in 
various ways and are never used to 
pay postage. He also makes a 
pretty fair income from money 
sent by mail which falls into the

THE HOUSE RAT. 



The common rat 1. a vexation and a 
dl.tres. to many housekeepers who do 
not know how to get rid of it. There 
are two klnds-the bro-.vu rat, which 
Inhabits the great wharves of the city 
and sometimes gets into city hon.es, 
and tho black rat. Like nil the differ- 
ent .pedes of rodent., these rats have 
tho greatest aversion to each other. 
Tho wharf rat, which is the larger and 
more ferocious, drives the black rat 
away from iU quarters, and is even 
aaid to kill and eat it. The black rat Is 
also aald to drive away the moose. 

The black rnt, which is the one the 
housewife has molt generally to deal 
with, ia a moat foul and repellent crea- 
ture, living on carrion airS various foul 
garbage. Therefore, one of the first 
precaution, against this rat is absolute 
neatness about the house and cellar. 
It doe. not ordinarily givo much 
trouble in the summer, but burrows in 
the cellar when cold weather begins to 
come on. It possesses the curious char- 
acteristic that it seldom or never en- 
ter, a bouse from above the cellar, but 
burrows down to the foundations. It 
will burrow down near a window, 
where it could easily have gnawed Its 
way through, to the bottom of the cel- 
lar wall outside to make its entrance. 
A thoroughly cemented cellar, cement- 
ed on the floor and three or four feet 
up the wall, will usually bo 
against rats. 

It Is a bad plan to have any old 
platforms or other arrangements in the 
cellar under which rat. may find lodg- 
ment A boarded cellar floor is an in- 
vitation to rata. The rat especially 
dislikes lime. Whitewashing the cel- 
lar frequently and scattering fresh 
lime around the floor will usually keep 
them away, syren when the cellar is
